Oily Shappacher, an 11-year-old girl, 
who is in a serious condition, is being 
cared for by physicians, officers are 
looking for two men who are alleged 
to have attacked her near New* Neth­ 
erlands, Mo. 
It is reported that tho 
girl was tied to a bed and beaten by 
the wives of the men and kept w ith­ 
out food for several days before being j 
put on a train for St. Louis. 
The child’s story is substantiated 
by C. D. Johnston, a farm er, w ho said I 
he engaged as farm workers the cou­ 
ple who brought the girl 
from 
St. 
Louis. 
Lynching is feared if the men 
are caught. 
The child’s father tonight said that 
when his wife died lie allowed D ily to 
go aw ay writh a man and woman he 
knew as church workers. 
D ily was 
found wandering about the Enion sta­ 
tion Thursday, abd told a story of be­ 
ing attacked in Easley, South Caro­ 
lina. 
The story in the papers was 
read by Johnson, who happened to be 
in town, and it reminded him of the 
attack in Netherlands. 
W hen taken 
to the child’s bedside he recognized 
Dily, who said she had been threat­ 
ened with death if she did not say 
she had been attacked at Easley. 
Johnson said that 
warrants 
had 
been issued for the men by officers 
of Netherlands, who did not arrest 
them because they feared a lynching. 
The child is too weak to eat and is 
being kept alive by stimulants. 
H er 
hair had been cut off and she is a 
mass of bruises. 
Johnson said the 
woman who took Dily to Netherlands 
told him the story of the attack and 
said the women who beat 
the 
girl 
were preparing to set fire to her when 
they were frightened away. 
Three men and a woman were ar­ 
rested at Caruthersville late tonight 
in connection with the attack. 
Two 
men are charged with a crime, the 
maximum penalty of which is death. 
Ora Ivy and his wife are held for in­ 
vestigation. 
They took D ily to the 
farm from St. Louis. 
Ivy preferred 
the charges against the men.

Missourians should

struck at the trusts and monopolies 
under the Clayton anti-trust act was 
in a Missouri division of the federal 
court, and that Hie .section of the law 
under which this 
blow 
was struck 
was enacted solely 
through the un­ 
tiring efforts of Missouri’s junior sen­ 
ator, James A. Reed. 
About a month 
ago 
the govern­ 
ment brought a suit 
in 
the federal 
court at St. Louis against the United 
Shoe Machinery Co. under section 3 
of the Clayton anti trust act, relating 
to “tying 
contracts.” 
In overruling 
defendant’s dem urrer last week Fed­ 
eral Judge Dyer declared that such a 
monopoly is intolerable. 
In the m anufacture of shoes over 
200 different kinds of 
machines are 
used. 
The 
United Shoe Machinery 
Co. m anufactures a1 
these machines. 
Competing companies manufacture all 
of these machines except 
the three 
or four under such patents. In order 
to manufacture shoes these three or 
four machines 
are 
essentia*. 
The 
United Shoe Machinery Co., not con­ 
tent with the patent monopoly on tho 
three or four essential machines, the 
shoe manufacturer is compelled 
to 
sign tying contracts 
by 
which they 
agree to use only United 
Shoe Ma­ 
chinery 
Co. 
machines 
throughout 
their entire plants. Thus in order to 
get these three or four essential ma­ 
chines the shoe m anufacturer is com­ 
pelled to tie himself 
down 
by con­ 
tract to get all of the other machin­ 
ery used in his plant from tile United 
Shoe Machinery Co. at its own mo­ 
nopolistic price. By this practice in­ 
dependent 
shoe 
machinery 
compa­ 
nies were soon put 
out 
of business, 
and a high tribute 
was levied upon 
all the shoe m anufacturers and shoe 
wearers. The practice of using tying 
contracts has been one of the com­ 
monest methods by which monopolies 
and trusts 
have 
established 
them ­ 
selves. 
The “tying 
contract” 
clause was 
made part of the Clayton bill in the 
house of representatives. 
Then the 
bill came to the senate. 
The senate 
judiciary committee was for striking 
this clause from 
the 
bill. 
Senator 
Reed made a fight for the clause in 
the committee. He then carried the 
fight to the floor of the 
senate, but 
the clause was stricken out. He then 
forced the restoration of tho clause 
and added a criminal 
penalty 
to it. 
The bill as it finally beearn* a law’ 
contained the clause 
prohibiting ty­ 
ing contracts 
and 
declaring 
them 
to be illegal, but without a criminal 
penalty. 
The 
government irerefore 
must proceed in these cases by civil 
action. 
In other w’ords, it is not in 
nearly a

as it 
would have been bad

That the parcel post may be used 
as a revenue producer by the admin­ 
istration is the suggestion in W ash­ 
ington correspondence. 
it 
is 
well 
known, of course, that had it not been 
for the profits accruing to the depart­ 
ment from the carrying of packages 
through the mails the deficit of that 
institution would today have been a 
heavy one. The parcel post, like the 
express business, is a money maker, 
and if Hie postmaster general and the 
interstate commerce commission de­ 
cide to do it, 
they 
can 
raise the 
weight throw’ off an endless number 
of restrictions, and thereby secure an 
excellent income. 
In Russia the parcel 
post system 
produces about 
$33,000,000 
of reve­ 
nue annually. 
Experts here declare 
that three 
times 
this 
amount, 
or 
$100,0000,000 annually, could 
be col­ 
lected in the United States and busi­ 
ness could be 
boomed considerably 
by proper 
parcel 
post 
regulations 
which can 
be 
promulgated without 
action on the part of congress. Real­ 
izing the possibilities of the situation 
it will not at all be surprising if the 
postmaster general 
should 
take ad­ 
vantage of the 
scarcity ‘of 
federal

It is doubtful also if 
the war will afft ct American horse- 
raising very greatly. 
In the western 
fighting everything appears

on the eastern front Russia has mil­ 
lions of horses and w<ould not need to 
call on America, even if shipments 
would be possible.

VENTILATION FOR THE BARN 


All Stables Should Be Fairly Lofty, 
Because Horses Need Abundance 
of Good Fresh Air. 


The horse is very susceptible to 
cold; and the horses that are stabled 
when not being worked or exercised 
feel the changes of weather quite as 
readily as do those enjoying a more 
tree life. 
All stables should be fairly lofty, be­ 
cause horses need plenty of fresh 
air. and this can only be properly 
given during intense cold w'hen venti- 
’ation can be given above the heads 
of the animals so far as elevation 
is concerned, the position of the ven­ 
tilators mattering little so long as they 
are at a good height and placed with 
judgment. 
The stable should feel cozy upon 
going in, but not stuffy, otherwise 
the horses will feel chilly upon com­ 
ing out.

BUILDINGS FOR LIVE STOCK 


Proper Ventilation Is Often Neglected 
and Animals Suffer in Consequence 
— Let in Sunlight. 


Stock barns should be thoroughly 
ventilated, w hether for hogs, cattle, 
horses or sheep. 
It is just as d etri­ 
m ental to an anim al to breathe im ­ 
pure air as it is for a hum an being. 
A system of ventilation is inexpen­ 
sive and its results are rem arkable. 
T he buildings should be kept clean 
and disinfected often enough to insure 
destruction 
of 
poisonous 
germs. 
Floors in hog pens, cattle barns, etc. 
should not be m ade of boards, for 
such floors are full of cracks and 
knot holes, which, with the space un­ 
d erneath 
them , 
afford 
a 
favorable 
place for the accum ulation of fetid 
m atter. 
If hogs have cholera in a board 
floor pen, and the floor and the ac­ 
cum ulation is not taken out and the 
building thoroughly disinfected, hogs 
placed in the sam e pen years a fte r­ 
w ard are liable to contract the dis­ 
ease from laten t germ s in the filth. 
Sunshine being the best disinfectant, 
movable hog houses and pens are al­ 
ways best.

gain, or nearly tw ice as much as tilt 
38-pound pig. T his em phasizes the im 
portance cf pushing the hogs from th* 
sta rt in order to m ake th e m ost eco 
com ical gains. 
It has been found at the North 
D akota experim ent station that April 
pigs can be m ade to weigh 200 to 250 
pounds by N ovem ber I.

tise the advantages, needs 
and de­ 
sires in big class papers in northern 
and eastern cities and in 
the mean­ 
time prepare and 
publish attractive, 
“telling” printed 
matter 
to 
answer 
the inquiries your ads will inspire (at 
a cost of $500 to $1,500); third, em­ 
ploy an expert traveling scout (a sort 
of 
commercial 
sleuth) 
to 
dodge 
around over the country to analyze 
your factory “prospectives” to ascer­ 
tain to a 
certainty 
the credibility, 
desirability and 
possibility 
of 
the 
“subject, lf this sleuthing 
evolves a 
real “prospect,” said sleuth must be 
capable of bracing him, heating down 
his demands and convincing him that 
“we are the people.”

In answer to this 
electrical experts say the appliances 
last longer, they are potable, quickly 


available, require no 
marches, 
and 
they offer immunity from fire risks. 
\\ bile the first cost may seem exces­ 
sive, it is said, the efficiency and 
practicability are assured in a good 
device. 
It is claimed that electric heaters 
continue to do etlicient work for some 
minutes after the current is turned 
off. 
Many of tile appliances are not 
ii: cd for more than an hour at a time, 
and the prime economic advantage 
of all electrical devices is that when 
ihey are idle the hands of the meter 
halt. 
, 
'fhe Society For Electrical Develop­ 
ment, New York, points out that an 
electric washing machine 
equipped 
with a one-fourth horsepower electric 
motor, a usual size, can be operated 
for an hour at a cost of but 3 cents. 
it is assumed that all alliances ar£ 
operated by current which costs IO 
cents per kilowatt hour. 
This is a 
little higher than the average charge 
for current, so that whatever differ­ 
ence nun arise in actual practice will 
be on favor of the devices. 
An ordinary electric iron ccsts only

General orchard pruning w ill come 
later, but remove the dead, diseased | 
or broken limbs

wounds left 
where 
branches

ings for cankers and other diseases. 
They should be pruned 
back 
to the 
living wood so as to leave a smooth 
wound which may be painted to keep 
out diseases. 
Make cider vinegar or dried apples 
of culls.

cayed fruit which clings to the tree

Commissioner John T. Fitzpatrick, of 
the bureau of labor statistics,

September, 1915, 
only 372 
alien 
men, 
women 
and 
children entered 
sea 
ports 
of the 
I nited States w’ith Missouri as their 
direct destination. 
For 
these 
th 
months this means only 
an average 
influx amounting 
to 
124 
a month, 
compared? to an average monthly ar­ 
rival of about 1,010 immigrants dur­ 
ing the ten years preceding July I. 
1915. 
That the 
European 
war seriously 
interrupted the flow' 
of immigration 
to this country, which includes Mis­ 
souri, is shown by the fact that dur­ 
ing the fiscal year, which closed July 
I, 1913, only 2,743 men, women and 
children reached United 
States sea­ 
ports from foreign points with Mis­

place Memorial was laid here at noon 
today with ceremonies reminiscent of 
the 
former 
president’s life. 
"Lead. 
Kindly Light,’’ the hymn which clung 
to the murdered president in his dy­ 
ing moments, and the Strauss waltz, 
“On 
the 
Beautiful Blue Danube,” a 
favorite 
of 
Mrs. 
McKinley's, were 
played by the United States Marine 
ban^l, and James H. Hoyt, an intimate 
friend of the former president, recited 
personal reminiscences. 
President Wilson was forced to de­ 
cline an invitation to lay the corner 
stone, but he sent a representative of 
the national administration and prom­ 
ised to be present at the dedication of 
the building later. 
Other guests of 
the day included Senators Atlee Pom- 
erene and Warren 
O. 
Harding, 
of 
Ohio; Representative William A. Ash- 
brook, of Johnstown, 
Ohio; 
J. 
G. 
Schmidlap, of Cincinnati, one of the 
trustees of the memorial fund; Gov­ 
ernor Frank Willis, of Ohio; Myron 
T. Herrick, of Cleveland, former am­ 
bassador to France, and L. C. Dyer, of 
St. Louis, a member of congress and 
commander 
of 
the 
United Spanish 
War Veterans; Governor Willis, Mr. 
Herrick and Congressman Dyer being 
tile principal speakers. 
The day’s program began with a 
parade in which state troops, veteran 
organizations, Masons and other or­ 
ganizations in which McKinley was 
interested took part. Camps of Span­ 
ish War Veterans and posts of the 
Grand Army of the 
Republic 
from 
Cleveland, Alliance, Canton and Ak­ 
ron, O., and Pittsburgh, Sharon and 
New Castle, Pa., were in the line of 
marchers. 
Half a dozen bands made 
music for the parade. 
After the Masonic part of the pro­ 
gram a tablet was affixed to the build­ 
ing, bearing this inscription: 
Erected 1915 
To perpetuate the name and achieve­ 
ments of William McKinley, twenty- 
fifth president of the United States 
of America. 
Born January 29, 1842. 
Died September 14, 1901. 
The building itself, when complete, 
will be a two-story structure of severe 
colonial design, flanked by one-storv 
wings of almost equal length with the 
main structure. 
Tho main portico is 
to be supported by six 'Ionic columns 
and the facade of

sectional form. 
The cornice will be 
plain, and rectangular doors and win­ 
dows will emphasize the straight lines 
of the design.

Jefferson City, Mo., Nov. 20.—John

M. Atkinson, chairman of the public j 
service 
commission, 
who 
returned 
last night from Kansas City and Hol- 
j den, where he has been conducting 
hearings, said he had received no in­ 
timation from any source that Gover- 
i nor Major w ould ask him to withdraw 
as 
a 
candidate for the democratic 
nomination for governor 
or 
resign 
from the commission. 
Although Governor Major told a cor­ 
respondent for a St. Louis newspaper 
that he would not demand that Atkin­ 
son resign from the commission or get 
out of the race for governor, from ap­ 
parently authoritative sources it was 
stated he would serve this ultimatum 
on Atkinson. 
Atkinson’s job as chairman of .the 
public service commission pays him 
$5,500 a year. 
While the governor is greatly dis­ 
pleased with the entire commission for 
I having advanced railroad 
rates, 
his 
proposed ultimatum against Atkinson 
will be based solely upon the ground 
Atkinson, by remaining in the race 
for governor, w'ould 
inject 
politics 
into the commission, which the gov­ 
ernor made non-partisan. 
Atkinson refused to comment upon 
the rate opinion, except to say that 
it represented several months of earn­ 
est study upon the part of the eom- 
| mission and its experts. 
There is a report here that Gover­ 
nor Major wanted to put a crimp in 
Atkinson’s candidacy because he had 
formed an alliance with Col. Fred I). 
Gardner, but this has not been given 
much credence by politicians.

layer of meat as it is 
packed 
in 
tightly. When the barrel is full, env­ 
ier the meat with a board and W'eight 
it down with a stone, so that none of 
the pieces can float with any part of 
the surface exposed to the air, where 
it is likely to mould. 
Make the bnne by dissolving eight 
pounds of salt and two pounds of 
sugar in four gallons hot water. This 
will treat a hundred pounds of meat, 
and should he poured down the side) 
of the barrel until the meat is thor­ 
oughly covered. 
Four ct five days 
after the brine is put on, the meat 
should be repacked in another barrel 
in reverse order, so that the pieces 
which were at^the bottom will be on 
top in the second barrel. Brine should 
be poured on as before, and the trans­ 
fer to another barrel 
repeated 
in 
I about five days, 
and 
this 
time 
it. 
should be allow'ed to remain in the 
brine a day and a half for each pound 
contained in the larger pieces of meat 
in the barrel, that is, a fifteen pound 
piece of meat should stay 
in 
the 
brine about tw'enty-two and a half 
days; then it should be washed in 
. w'arm w'ater and hung up for smoking 
| just as in The case of dry-cured meat: 
It should be smoked 
with 
hickory', 
oak. apple or any other w?ood except 
that belonging to the pine family, un­ 
til it suits the taste of the user. About 
twenty-five smudges make 
a 
good, 
mild smoke. 
Many prefer to use 
saltpetre 
or 
borax, and they should be used in 
small quantities if at all, for both tend 
to harden the lean meat, and salt­ 
petre gives it a bright red color. Not 
more than an ounce should be used 
with each pound of salt. Borax helps 
to keep off the skippers, but this may 
be done by proper sacking, 
lf used, 
it should be sprinkled lightly over the 
lean surface at the beginning of the 
curing or just after smoking, but not 
more than a tablespoonful should be 
used for a large ham. 
Plain syrup, sorghum or honey may 
be rubbed on the meat after either 
the dry salt or brine cure has been 
completed, and pepper may be added 
if desired. 
After 
it 
is 
carefully 
i Sacked so that the flies cannot possi- 
| bly get in, it should be hung in a dry, 
airy place until needed.
